He states that it Is the in- 
tention of the city, ultimately, to block 
pave the causeway, and that conso- 
duently It Is bad policy to spend more 
money than is al)soIutely necessary on 
what can only bo temporary Iniprovc- 
inonts. It Is impossible to nnd(?rtaUo 
tho block paving of tlie causeway for 
soino weeks yot, owin;; to the fact 
that tlie enormous weight of the muil 
deposited on the grounds oi: tbi' hotel 
by the dredge may have some! (effect In 
altering the level of tho roiidway. 

It Is expected tliiit tlie surveyors will 
bo at worlc next week on i''ort street 
and Oalc lUiy avenue, where It Is jiro- 
po.sed to widen the roadway. It is 
not thouglit that It will tako them long 
to got through,. and a Joint report from

FAMINE CONDIIIOHS 
BECOME JIORE SERIOUS 



Scenes of Horror in Denuded 
Central China Described 
by Correspondent. 



R. M. S. Kmpress of India, which 
arrived yesterday morning, brought 
advlcos tliat conditions in the famine 
area of Central China are becoming 
more severe. AN'alter Kirton, special 
correspondent of tlio Norlli China 
Daily News, writing from Suchlen on 
February 1, says: "I have returned 
from u fivo dayii' journey through tho 
country on the west of the canal to 
the hslena. In the district of Sulning 
towards Suchou and HSuchoufu, and 
nortliward towards Chlupelchou, Tusan 
and Yaowan. Those parts are denuded 
of transport animals; they are < 
tremely dllllcult to traverse, and law- 
lessness abounds. The people are oat 
Ing stowed baric Tiilxed with garlic. 
Uogs are being caught by the starving 
people at niglil-timo by means of an 
arrangement with spring and lioolcs, 
whicii are balled. 'I'o jjrevent their 
howling-, tiie dogs are drugged and 
then killed and eaten. MiddU'-aged 
women and wives are being sold tor 
from ten to fifteen dollars, and young 
children for three or four dollars. 

"It is remarked almost everywhere 
that In places apparently prosperous 
with stacks of straw, whero animtils 
are found, the people are without grain 
and are starving on green gruol, as 
lliey are powerless to buy food at 
current rates, it Is urgently to i)e In- 
sisted that the Grand canal Is the sole 
chaiiru'l l)y which supplies can cmne. 
Tile i^rlces rise In proportion \xi the 
distance up the canal, and yet nothing 
Is coming up. 1 lind the lloiir ills- 
patched by the Shtinghal committee 
has .still not arrived here. There arc 
various niinorH as to the reason for 
the d(day, iimoiig them the tack of 
facilities for transport, dithculty at tho 
locks and the action of the oillcials In 
refusing to pay the boatmen througli 
cantankerousness at Interference and 
lielp. The condition of the people is 
more desperate daily." 

A private letter from the neighhor- 
liood of tlie prefectural city of Hsu- 
chow gives sadh' graphic details of 
tho steadily Incn-aslng severity of tho 
distress 111 that part of the country. It 
says: "Tho famine is coming to n 
crisis. Emigration Is going on en 
masse, but a large portion of the lirst 
emigrants ha\-c returned, having been 
refused prrniission to stay In the 
better-off districts to tho south, where 
tho concentration of refugees and 
l)rigand;ige are feared. They return 
to die at home, or at least near whero 
their liomos stood, for a large pro|)i>r- 
tioii of the houses which withstood the 
floods have been torn, down and ;;old 
at ridiculous prices as firewood. Need- 
less to say, furniture was llrst sacri- 
llcod, but tliat in most cases would 
scarcely realize a dollar. Trees are 
S(]ld at Kucli low prices that the people 
of P(>l-hHl('n, which is some distance 
to the north and lielng on higher 
ground, and has suffeied but ligtitly 
from the Hoods, are buying lliem up 
In largo tiuantltles and storing them 
for. §ala. after, next jliarvesl at. hand- 
abihe profit, Happy^people of the ndrth 
who thus- speculate- (ifjough honestly) 
on the misery, of' their southern neigh- 
bors, buying their trees at one-third 
tho ordinary price and selling them 
grain at tliree times tho normal cost, 
'riioso whoso lields, being on high 
ground, liave borne good crops innko 
their fortune this year."

THE COLONIAL CONFERENCE 

V As is generally known the Domln- 
■fon government lias not submitted any 
riew proposals for discussion at the 
Colonial Conference. There has been 
a disposition exhibited In some quar- 
ters to cenHurc tlie Ottawa mlnlRtry 
for this, but ue think it excoeiUngly 
•unwise to approach the diacusalon ot 
matters affecting the consolidation of 
the Empire from their standpoint of 
federal politics. We hopo the day will 
never conio when the peoi)Io of Can- 
ada will bo dl\-l(led into hostile par- 
ties upon any question affecting the 
relations between the Mother Country 
and the outlylnp portions of Ills Ma- 
jesty's dominion.^. Tlierc are enough 
matters of having a direct ))earing 
•upon our domestic affairs for us to 
divide upon, without introducing these 
larger subjects into the dally Rrhul of 
partisan dlscu.s.slon. Tliere ma>- cnmo 
a time when a conference may deckle 
upon somiD programme, and the people 
of the United Kingdom and ot the 
colonics may be a.'^ked to pronounce 
upon It. When that happen.s, Cana- 
dians ought to be in a position to ex- 
press an opinion upon the merits of 
'the proposal without reference to 
party aff illlatlons. and this will be Im- 
possible, if the effort, now beinj; made 
by a section of the Conservative 
press to create the Impression that 
the Dominion government i.s recreant 
to its duty. Is persevered In. Party 
success is not ot such paranioiint Im- 
portance that Imperial relations ought 
to be prejudiced In order to attain it. 

Australia has made certain propos- 
als, which the forthcoming conference 
will consider. One of them Is that 
an Imperial Council shall bo establish- 
ed, io be composed of representatives There is considerable uneasiness in 
of the administrations of the United I the New York money market owing 



ulatlon of the 'coasting trade are sug- 
gestions mado by Australia, Now Zea- 
land suggests that there shall be reci- 
procal admission of barristers and 
Jandrsurveyora .through the Em- 
pire, -and that''t1tie^^^ a uni- 
;fqrm. naturalization law throughout the 
Erriplro. Tho lirst of these seems 
hardly of sufficient importance to bo 
dealt with" by "the .Conference,. bttt , nat- 
uralization stands upon a different 
footing. It is reasonable to ask that 
a man, who has been uclmltted to nat- 
uralization In one part of tho Empire, 
shall posses^ . the rights of a British 
subject in all parts o'f It. If we re- 
member aright, Mr. Stockton, ot St 
John, has a measure looking to this 
object now before the House of 
Commons. ITew^Zealand also, asks that 
all doubts as to the right of the s'elf' 
governing colonies to make recljirocal 
trade agreements with each other 
shall be removed, and that such rights 
shall not be Interfered with by treat 
lea or conventions entered Into with 
out their concurrence. This seems a 
very reasonable proposition. 

CANADIAN RAILWAYS 

In 190G there were 21,353 miles of 
railway In operation in Canada, all of 
which, except 74 miles, are laid Willi 
steel rails. On Juno 30th last 3,071 
miles of railway were under construc- 
tion in tho Dominion. To operate this 
mileage there were required 2,931 
locomotives, 1.289 first class cars, 716 
second class cars and 01.9-9 cattle and 
box cars; the total number of cars in 
use of all kinds was 99,874, of which 
91,015 were provided with automatic 
couplers and 85,616 with air brakes. 
The railways carried 27.980,782 passen- 
ger.'; antl .')7,iir)G,V13 Kms of freight, and 
they earned .$125,322, SGu. The percent- 
age ot operating expense to earnings 
was slightly over 69 per cent. Tho 
not earnings of tho railways are 
steadily Increasing. The amount of 
capital Invested in Canadian railways 
Is $1,3.32,498,704. of which the Dominion 
contributed $194,188,584, the provinces 
$43,278,032 and the municipalities 
$17, 125, KM. The number of perKon.s 
kille<l by accident on the railways dur- 
ing the year was 361, of whom 16 were 
passengers and ISO employees, which 
Is rather a remarkable thing, for more 
pi'oi)le were killL-d by railways, when 
they were not traveling, than were 
while actually upon, trains. Only one 
passenger in 1,749,361 was fatally in- 
jured.

Kingdom and the self-governing col- 
onies, with a permanent secretarial 
stnfl, the object being the establlsh- 
mont "of a system by which^the mem- 
bers of the Council shall be kept in- 
formed durlngr'.;. the periods^ bet)voen 
conferences iST regard '*to'"'''mti{ters, 
which , have been, or may be subjects 
for. discussion." While we do not 
think this proposal very happily ex- 
pressed, we are disposed to think that 
something of the nature indicated 
could be done with advantage. It is 
somewhat In the lino of what Sir 
Frederick Pollock proposed, and would 
be ^likely to pave the way for some 
more intimate relation between the 
several governments. 

Another projiosal is that the prin- 
ciple of trade preference shall be ex- 
tended by the colonies to each other 
as well as to tho United Kingdom. 
With this principle, Canada is wholly 
in accord, and an effort has been 
made to give effect to it with fairly 
satisfactory results. The third pro- 
posal also relates to trade, and it is 
that' the United Kingdom sh.-ill grant 
preferential treatment to the iiroilucl.s 
of the colonies. As we look at the 
matter, this is somotliing for the peo- 
ple of the United Kingdom to decide 
for themselves. A largo section of 
Canadians- think that this would be 
an excellent arrangement for the peo- 
ple of the Mother Countr.s', and we 
are all agreed that it would be an ex- 
cellent thing for Canada; but the de- 
cision. is not with us. There are some 
Conservatives In Canada, who are'un- 
der the lnipre.-:sion that thi'.\- are bound 
■to assist in advancing the cause (jf 
those politicians, who would like to 
see the policy of protection adopted in 
the Uniteil Klngdmn, Init the mat- 
ter is really iimie uf our business. We 
are not all ciulte sure what we want 
In Canada, and it seems rather pre- 
sumptuous for us to tell the peoi)k;

New York Is a sort 
of clearing house for the Unitod 
States, while Itself the origin ot only 
a very small share of the business of 
the country. The great ljulk of pro- 
duction is In the .Middle West and tho 
West. To enable producers to realize 
upon their goods, transiiortation must 
be available, and It has not been for 
months, to anytliliig llk..^ the required 
degree, Uusinoss had alrea/y far out- 
grown the capacity of tho railways 
before the hard winter almost para- 
lyzed tradlc. The conseauence Is that 
million.s .if (li)llar.s' worth of articles, 
which ought to liave bi-en turned over 
two or three times, thereby permitting 
the circulation of money, are yet un- 
delivered by the producers tii the first 
buyers. This necessarily cau.ses ilnan- 
clal slringeney. Persons who liavo 
lived in eastern lumbering (communi- 
ties will understand the situation very 
cle.-irly, if we c]npli>y an ilUistratifin.

Prlntlng presses turned out fortunes In 
neatly lithographed bonds aD<3 stock 
eertlllcatos. Upon these Intere.'it and 
dividends had to be paid, and to iiay 
them it was necessary to starve tho 
ralUvays so far as appropriations for 
Improvements were concerned. Tho 
outcome ot tho porformanco Is just 
what anyone might have anticipated, 
and not a few people foretold. What 
was being done with so much spec- 
tacular effect was not real buslnesB, 
for it had no substantia! foundation In 
fact. The country went mad ()\'or 
mergers, consolidations and trusts. 
Now it is clear enough that when a 
group of financiers consolidate a lot 
ot projiertlos, whether they .arc rail- 
ways, iron plants or anything else, and 
proceed to capitalize theni at a value 
tar beyond what they cost and also 
beyond what they can legitimately pay 
Interest upoi;, there is sure to come a 
time when the true principles of busi- 
ness will make themselves felt, and 
some one Is going to suffer. Tho 
Unitod States is suffering from inlla- 
tlon, not of business, but ot capital- 
ization.

In all civilized countries hospital.") 
have been built for the cure of cou- 
sumptlvos with wonderful results. 

In British Columbia auch a sana- 
torium 1h now to be built.

Selwyn was tho son of Bishop Seywyn, 
tlu- man with whom tlie schenio for 
o\'angellzing these Islands liad or- 
iginated. The following year, 
th.-mks to the sympathy felt by 
Englishmen, a new .Southern Cross 
a|)i)eari'd on thu scene, and in 
this Mr. Solwyn was able to niakiv 
many jonrne\-.s and bring back fresh 
pupils, bOHlde.s glutting an Insight into 
! the extent of the llelil before him. 

.Mr. Selwyii i)ro\'od a ;;reaL worker, 1 
and allhougli not ijossu.ssin:^ liis fa- 1 
tiler's wondi.M-ful orixanixlng powers,! 
yet he was n ■r.i.'irkr. ble for bis "chLTr-l 
fuhicsK and uraycrfulnoss," aiul wheU' 
he was consecrated bishop In lS71,j 
everyone felt that he was the right 
man in the right place. With the ap- 
' polntment of Bishop Selwyn, we come 
to our third period, which lasted from 
1877 to 1891. In 1878 the bishop hold 
his llrst ordination on the seashore, 



was a strong character, and once ho 
came under' Christian Influence he did 
not relapse. . : He ' conformed, to the 
rules relating to Christian:- niarrlago, 
and to the end of his life rramalned a, 
true and faithful soldier ofvlhoJCroos.

In 1S8!) severe attacks of rheuma- 
tism began to assail tho bishop so 
liercely that ho returned to England 
or a holiday. Whilst at home ho was 
busy pleading tho cause of hks mis- 
sion, and secured another "Southern 
Cross," which came out two vours 
ator. The bishop's holiday \va.s not 
long enough, or rather the trving 
tropical climate at last proved tdo 
iiiuch for blin, and shortly after his re- 1 
turn to his work ho became quite 
crippled and retired to Norfolk Island 
In 1S!)0, hoping that he might soon be! 
better. About this time he ordained i 
one of his faithful catechlsts, Clement 
Marau, tlc-icon, and sent him to Baun),i 
where he Is still working. After this I 
the bishop became very ill, and was' 
obliged to resign his bishopric In 1891, 
and seek renewed health In his moth- 
erland. 

During hl.s time of loving and zcal- 
ou.s care the infant church grow and 
thrived greatly, and a.s he left it he 
mu.'it have felt grateful to the Giver of 
All for having allowed him to see the 
fruit not only of his own, but of his 
fathor .s labors.

' lOveryoiiM, ilK.-refore, \-iolating il 
visions by an o[)en store, or bv 
ducting luisincss on the Lord'.- 
is violating the law- of the land, 
word.s of the act are sijecUic in till.-- 
particular, 'that lliis law shall come 
into force on .Marcli 1, I'jOT.' The 
action of the prcn-inciai government in 
no -.vay .■dt.-rs that tact. 

"The altitude of llie atl.n ney-gen- 
eral is an important eonsidei atloo. 
Whether rightly or wrongly, the Do- 
minion in thl.s legislation has placed 
rcHponslbillty upon his shoulders. As 
to the nature of thl.s obligation there 
is u difference of opinion. Our view 
is that the- altorney-geiioral, by virtue 
of Ills olllce, has no option but to give 
consent to prosecutluns under the Do- 
minion law, tuiless such prosecution 
sliall be shown to be petty and mali- 
cious; and, further, the intent of the 
law is not that the attorney-general 
shall, if he desires, override the law, 
but that he shall secure Its just ad- 
ministration. Klo Is but an officer 
designated by the act to secure its 
fair enforcement. Otherwise ho annuls 
a law which the competent legis- 
lature passing that law says la In 
force. The Jurisdiction of the Do- 
minion ,t«l iihja paifllcular has n»vor 
been quiistidnBa'. 

"it is well to note that British Cn- 
luinbla alone in the ^VeMt has talc n 
this position with respect to the,l'o- 
minioii act. Manllolia, .Ssiskalche-.van 
and Alberta liave signlfi.-il, llirougli 
thoir respi'ctlve attorney - gc-iierals. 
their desire to securt; tho e:iforcenien: 
of this Lord's Diiy legislation. 

'In its application to this province 
it may be llttingly urged that thl.s 
.Sunday legishitlon can give Utile 
ground for coniplalnl. The acl, whilst 
aiming to secure national « i-ll-l)eing. 
is broad In iu^ consideration of Inill- 
vldual libert.N-, and Is generous in Us 
provision with re.-ip.'ct to tlio com- 
mercial Interests of this province. This 
has been clearly bri>ugbt out in tho 
recent interview -with'' tho attorney- 
general published in the dally irapera. 

"The ..whole question of Jurisdiction 
of tho province Is at once raised bj 
the government's announcement. Vlas 
the province powi-r In this particular'.' 
It is asserted ili.it the 1 )oniinli:ii 
Lord's Day Act pu;-i)orts to h-;.-, Isla o- in 
its ow-ii iiiU-i-esls in respect of th. 
Lord's Day. It Is lo be ri-mem!). i-.' I. 
iiow-e\-er. that it.s saying s.j does not 
necessarily convey to the province 
such power. Tho provinces have 
their coiistltutlon.s undeif the British 
North America Act: and It they have 
such power In Lord's Day .legislation, 
they have It Independent of tho Do- 
minion parliament; and If they have 
it not, the Dominion cannot besloA' 
these power.s. 

"So far as this t|uestIon has (-.one 
'under review, the provlnc..H hnv.. mi 
encouragement to move In tlw din- ■- 
tlon of Lord'.s Day legislat Ion. The 
judicial committee of the jirUy c.iun- 
cii of England has given its 
that the pro-\-inclal .Suiid.-iy laws of 
Canada w<'r.. ultra vires, and before 
consenting to introduce to p.irlianieiit 
a Sunday law, Hon. ('. l-'it ;:[.a I rlcl<, 
then minister of justice, pr..iiar...l a 
draft provincial law an. I submitled It 
to the .sujireme court of Canada, with 
the result that such legislation was 
declared incompetent for the prov- 
inces. In view of those decision!', npd 
notwithstanding tho example set by 
the province of Quebec, it wouhl seem 
inconsiderate on the part of .any prov- 
ince to attempt to direct Sunday 
legislation. 

"Assuming, however, that the ques- 
tion of power to pa.'j.s Lorti's Day legis- 
lation has not been settled ami tliat 
tb'-re is still ground f.jr believing tli.-it 
tlii^ |n-ovlnce has power t.i enact a 
.^mid.-iy law, a cimrsi' i.-. it]i,;i m Iho 
g.-jvernmenl which wouM coni'iuoid 
itself as fair .and one tliAt would save 
mucti tr(nible later. Aecoi-diiig lollie 
'.■\ct re.g.'irding tlie const it u 1 Ion, prae- 
tlce and procedure ot tb.> .supnuno 
court of British Columbia," It Is coin- 
potent for 'tho lioutonant-frovernor-ln- 
councll to refer to the full court or to 
a Judge for hearing and consideration 
!iny matter which he thinks lit to 
refer, and the full court or Judgo shall 
thereupon hear jind eon.'-idiir the 
same.' The act then siH-iilie.s par- 
ticularly maltei-s u-lilcli 'relat.^ lo ili.' 
conslltutlonMl v,-ill.llly of any ,-ict 
v.-hi(-li has hei-.-t.ir.Ji-.-- beiMi or shall 
hereafter b.- pass. il liy the legislatur.' 
of this provlnc.'. or of some i)ro\-lsiiin 
In ,-iny snili ai-l.' 'I'li.'refoi-e, In iiie 
presi-nt circumst.-inces, it would sertii 
a reasmiable method lo imrsue that 
the loc;il .government siinuid prepare n

"Meanwhile, awaiting whatever ar-- 
tlon In thet-.jfidgmflnJli'Of the provincial 
government may , bo doomed best, e\-i>ry 
citizen ou.ght to' reinomber that tlie 
Dominion Lord'.s Day Act is now law, 
and because It Is tho law of tho land 
It should meet with respect frmn every 
honoraliie citizen. If its provisions 
unreasonable In any particular, re

When, as is now the| 
ease, hundreds of people from othi'r 
provinces are coming to liiitlsh Co- 
lumbia to Invest and live you can un- 
derstand that there must be great in- 
ducements. The trouble in lots of 
cases Is that .\ou don't know how well 
off you are, especially In Victoria. Its 
climate alone is an asset of enormous 
value. There need be no fear that the 
summer travel will not Increase; It will 
grow greater every year. One thing 
that will he'.p It materially Is the new 
Empress hotel. It might Ije called the 
best ndvortisement Victoria has at 
present. There Is nol^ the slightest 
doubt It will bo full all the while, both 
winter and summer, .and, of course, tlio 
C.P.R. will do all In its power to make 
it a l)rofitablL- investment. 

Victoria Must Go Ahead. 

"Victoria must go ahead, not only be- 
cause of its climate and surroundings, 
but also because of its geograi)hlcal 
situation. Every part on the coast of 
British Columbia will of necessity be- 
come important soon.

British Columbia can 
supply 'niany things lacking on the 
prairie, sucli as lumber and fruit, not 
to mention fishery products that will 
rapidly increase In demanil. Every 
new mouth there Is to be fi-d on the 
prairie me^ms. profit in some way to 
British Columbia, and Vaucouve|- isl- 
and. b\- reason of 'na'tul-al conditions is 
in a siilendid position to cater to this 
demand. 

"Youi- i)rovlnce , v.-nts population 
more than anything else. That it 
should obtain more rapidly than h'.jre- 
tofore when Ijie cheap rates from ISng- 
land go lnto>fqrca<wlth the opening of 
navigation at Quebec alaout tho first 
of .May. All Canada realizes the ad- 
vantages of the racillc i)rovlnce; it has 
resources In such great variety that, 
with iH'obably the single exception of 
hard wheat, it can grow everything re- 
quired for lionie consumption. And, 
in. addition, as I said Just now, it is 
most advantageously , situated for suii- 
plying tho wants of the prairie. 
Should Be Optimistic. 

"Xea, everyone in British Columbia 
should be' on optltnist. "Why any are 
not passes my imderstandliig. And, as 
for Victoria itself and the surrounding 
districts, in a few .\-ears they will be- 
come one of the gn^at fruit and flower 
gardens of Ihi' worlil. When, by 
ture. evry chance is atl'orded fm- 
thousands to engage In employment 
both beautiful and profitable, there is 
not the slightest doubt V&ncouver Isl- 
and will go aliead.

' THE TRIPLE ALLIANCE 

Former Official of Russian Embassy 
Makes Revelations 

Paris, Mareh 4. — Some InteiestinR 
revelations eoncerning the diplomat ie 
history of tbe triple alliiincc are ninde 
in a recently p\ibllslied volume entitled 
"Tlie Anil)assadorslilp at I'aris of 
Hiiron de ."\Ielirenbidin." i\Inlu'eiibiMm 
was for 10 yi'ars tlie Russian ambassa- 
dor here, and conducted the Kiisslan 
end of the neKotlations which resulted 
in the dual allhinee. Jules Hanseri, the 
author of the book, was the counsellor 
of the embassy durhiR that period. 

il. Jlanseii says that his information 
conies from a sure source. He aa.vs 
that beside the olilcial treaty consti- 
tuting the triple ' alliance, • with its 
appended military convention, iCmperor 
William and King IIninb<>rt verbally 
cnBagod their words of honor to re- 
main true to Ihe iilllaneo and to use 
every influence, should the case arise, 
to prevent their niiidsti.>rs from dis 
solvlnB It. I'liuperor I'r.inels .lusepli 
later .joined this, and several letters 
between the three soverelKiis eniieern- 
MiK it were a I'l erua rils e.Keh.'i ni^ed. 
whi'n :\lr. Hansen sa.\-s llii' K.-ilser u:i:- 
tlilnking oidy of Kranee, laiiiieror 
I'Vancis .Joseph only of the possll)lc 
aggressions of Uussia and. the Slavs 
in the Balkans. 

The military portion of the conven- 
tion was prepared with the nicst 
Bcrupuious care.

B. C. Members Silent. 

Through Ihi' long didjate no mem- 
ber from llritish Columbia saw lit to 
press its claims for consideration on 
the ijremier, in fact the name of the 
province ■\vas not even mentioned. 

One phase of the .qilestlon of trafflc 
over the proposed' railway Is the pos- 
sibility of lode 6r''^<Jln mining being 
extensively engaged In. Though Carl- 
boo has prodiiced iip to the present 
some. $65,000,000 l'ji|l[>Ie.cer> gold, very 
littlef uttention hn!f(|iw>tn pnld to :pro3- 
peeting for mtnerai' in place. That 
such searching would. In all probabili- 
ty, be very successful was pointed out 
by the late Dr. C. .M. Uawson, In an 
address delivered before the Royal Co- 
lonhal Institute, In London, lie Is re- 
ported to have said: 

"One feature In iiartlcular reciulres 
nieclal mention, unU this la a deduc- 
tion w.hlch dqpond^ not alone on ex- 
perlonbe in BrltlBlr Coitimbia, but 
which is based as \'^ell on that result- 
ing from the study and exahilnation of 
other region.i. The 'heavy' or 'coarse' 
gold, meaning by these miners' terms 
the gold which occurs In pellets or 
nuggets of siinie sl/.e, never travels 
far from Its place of origin. It is 
from this ],olin ul' vU>\v that it becomes 
important to note and rcconl the lo- 
calities In whicli rich alluvial ueposits 
have been found, even when the work- 
ing of these have been abandoned by 
the placer miner. Their existence 
points to that of neighboring cieposits 
in the rock itself, \sliicli may conti- 
dently be looked for. and which are 
likely lo constitute a greater ;ind more 
ptM'manenl .source of wealth than that 
afforded bj' their derived gold. 

The Cariboo District. 
"Reverting for :i moment to the 
Cai'iboo district, where such not.'ibly 
rich deposits ol alluvi.il gold h.ive been 
found wiiliin a Ihniied area, and 
where very oflen llie .gold ob- 
tained has been actually mingled 
with the quartz of the imrent veins, It 
cannot bn doubted that these veins will 
before long bo drawn upon to produce 
a second golden harvest. This dis- 
trict has suffered and still suffers from 
Its great distance from elHcient means 
of communication; but, notwithstand- 
ing this, praiseworthy efforts have al- 
ready been made townrds the develop- 
ment of qmirtz mining, while much 
also remains to be dune la utilizing by 
operiillons on .a hirger .vciilc, and witii 
better appliances, tlu' less accessible 
deposits which hnve so far baffled the 
efforts of the locnl miner." 

In the coui'se of the .'^anie address 
Dr. Dawson ina<le a statement that, 
coming from such an authoritative 
source, l.s worthy of tho closest con- 
sideration. He said: "For a portion 
of the province tho construction of the 
Canadian Pacific raihvay has afforded 
these (transportation) facilities, but by 
far the largest part still awaits rail- 
w.'ty comnuinlcat!on. Had tlio Canadi- 
an P.icltle H.allway, in accord.anco with 
some of the surveys made iVir it, tra- 
versed, for instance, the Cariboo dis- 
trict, there cnn be no doubt that we 
should have already ueen ablo to note 
great developments there," 

Nev\/ Rend Required, 
The lirand Trunk Pacific raihvay 
will only touch the eimllnes of Carl- 
boo, and ccrinlnly not the iioriion of 
tho dh-itrlct where gnid Is at present 
being mined. It will be Kcparalcd from 
tho main line of tlie C.l'.H. 1).\' three 
.•iml a liclf (h greis of latitude," nearly 
L'.TO miles, stretching lo over double 
that at the racillc ciciHt This Im- 
mense area therefore requires to he 
Iraversed by a rallwa.v. The road pro-, 
liosed, from Yellow Head |iass to liute 
Inlet, and thence by a feri-y across 
N'odalcB channel to A'aiiciniver Island 
and Victoria and IJsiiulnialt, would as 
near as poeslblo be midway between 
CiP.R, and G.T.P, It wopld )i)enollt 
tlu^ central interior even more than the 
Island, nnd open up to settlement large 
areas of the most fertile ngricullural 
and pastoral land In tho province; give 
easy accem; to the golden Cariboo and., 
in iuhliliori, iirovlde an outlet for the 
lumlier and fruit that Viincouver Isl- 
and has to dispose of In sucli Increas- 
ing quantities.
